Old StrathtDna iidvotates are concerned 
by a provision the city has created for 
land it's selling neiii'Whyte Avenue—a 
prosTsion that could CTeate a financial 
revi^ard if council rezones the land for 
increased density. 

On ■luesday^ coundi approved t±ie sale 
of the land parcel, w^hich runs betsveen 
SI Avenue and SO Avenue, just east af 
105 Street, for S11.6 million. 

Under the land's currenE zoning^ the 
purchaser — Cidex Developments Ltd. 
—could build a four-storey commercial 
devekipment, rising to ei^t storeys if the 
top floors are residential or hotel space. 

But coundi could resone the property 


in future to allovi^ for more ston^. And 
it proWsion in 'Ihesday's deal specifies 
that if that happens, cityr coffers will re¬ 
ceive a bonus of 522.50 per square foot 
for any additional floor space, on top of 
the 511.6 million. 

Shirley Lowe, a community^ ath^ocale 
itnd the dly's fbrmer historian laureate, 
said it's a questionable arrangement. 

“Is this going to make the city monej' 
at the expense of the community'? Yes 
it is," she said. 

She described the new provision as the 
“Judas deal," because the dly ViiU bene¬ 
fit fintindally from an arrangement thiit 
won't benefit the conimunily. 

MuiTay Davison, executive director 
of the Old Strathcona Business i^ssoda- 
tion, said the deal raises big questions. 

“1 don't know how they are going to 
get around this ethically/ he said. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said when the 
land comes up for tezoning, the moneys 
the city would make can't be part of the 
dis'CTission. “If Vu'e use that as an argu¬ 
ment during the public hearing we are 
breaking the law. It cannot be a fintor.''

‘historic’ grant

A $54.5 million donation an¬ 
nounced Wednesday is a “his¬ 
toric'’ investment in the health 
of women and children. 

“It holds the power to 
change entire family stories," 
said LI of A president David 
'Turpin, noting the money will 
go to the Women and Chil¬ 
dren's Health Research Insti¬ 
tute, the only organization In 
the country dedicated to the 
full spectrum of wromen and 
children's health. 

The Stollery^ Children's Hos¬ 
pital Foundation is donating 
$40 million, vi^ith the Royal 
.Alexandra Hospital Foundation 
making up the addition S14.5 
million. 'The combined dona¬ 
tion is the largest ever given 
to the U of A. 

Institute director Dr. Sandra 
Davige said until recently most 
research was conducted on 
adult men, with results then 
applied to w'omen and children. 

“Women are not smaller 
men, iind children are not tiny 
adults,” she said. 

As an exiimple, she points 
out that women metabolize 
medications differently, so may 
not get the proper dose if the 
amount is calculated based on 
data from men. 

Children also tend to react 


to inedicaticns differently at 
various stages of development. 

Davige said that right now', 
70 per cent of medication pre¬ 
scribed to children hasn't bwn 
tested on young people. 

One of the people ap¬ 
plauding the new money is 
lanya Ennis, w'ho svas enrolled 
in a clinical trial run by an In¬ 
stitute researcher svhile preg¬ 
nant with triplets. 

.Now^ six years old, her sons 
laugh and play at her feet as 
she explains that it w^as thanks 
to that study that researchers 
discovered her son Liam had 
a congenital heart condition 
while she was still in her first 
trimester.

Justin 'Trudeau summed up his 
first mouths in government 
with a self-congratulatory' pat 
on the back for keeping key 
electoral promises to aid mid¬ 
dle-class families^ while also 
answering questions about the 
role of a prime minister's wife. 

Yet in a news conference 
eight months after taking 
powen he appeared a more

$oo families, 
2,900 people, 
still wait to 
come to Canada 

In Jannuiy, Ciinadhin ofRdulii 
miitched Sanih Crawford and 
her sponsorship gronp Vifith 
a Syrian family in I'drkey 
and told them the refugees 
could be here in as soon as 
four weeks. 

The group spent thousands 
of dollars renting a bungalow' 
near Victoria Park Avenue and 
Hllesmere Koad that sat empty 
for four months before the 
family of six finally arrived 
on June 1 from Istanbul. 

Despite the long wait and 
wasted rent money, CrawTord's 
group. Rise Again, from Rose- 
dale United Church, is actually 
one of the lucky ones. Hun¬ 
dreds of other groups are still 
waiting for their families to 
arrive. 

According to Canada for 
Refugees, a coalition of com¬ 
munity sponsorship groups, 
some 2,9{>D refugees, or about 
500 families, who have been 
fully approved and are ready 
to travel are stuck in limbo. 

“■^.Ve are asking the Can¬ 
adian government to arrange 
charter flights to get these 
approved families to Canada 
quickly,'' said Doug Bari, of 
Canada for Refugees. “The 
refugees are in very' precar¬ 
ious situations in the Middle 
East, and there are many cit¬ 
izen sponsorship groups here 


in Canada waiting to Vi^elcome 
them." 

On May 9, Ottawa dis¬ 
patched 40 additional staff 
to the Middle hast to process 
Syrian refugee sponsorship 
applications, in response to a 
public outcry over processing 
delays after the government 
met its target of resettling 
25,00Q Syrians refugees by 
the end of February. 

The latest revelation of de¬ 
lays came Just as the govern¬ 
ment wrapped up a six-week 
“blitz'* in which officials com¬ 
pleted 5,100 refugee inter¬ 
views. 

According to immigration. 
Refugees and Citizenship Can¬ 
ada, these individuals and fam¬ 
ilies will continue through the 
screening process, including 
full health and security checks. 
It will be another three to six 
months before they arrive. 

“While it is important to 
prepare for the arrival of the 
sponsored refugees, we en¬ 
courage sponsors not to obtain 
permanent accommodations 
too far in advance,*' the im¬ 
migration department said 

Earl said the number of Syr¬ 
ian refugees waiting for planes 
to Canada is increasing by 
70 a week, and in -one of its 
members* cases, the family 
was approved in late February 
and has yet to arrive. 

“Many of these families 
have children whose best in¬ 
terests would be being settled 
in Canada before the start of 
the school year,** siiid Earl. “For 
that to happen, they need to 
be moved now.”

Slum a mirror-image of Gaza’s plight 


The expansion of Gaza's el- 
Zohor slum, w'here barefoot 
children play in the rusty skel¬ 
etons af discarded vehicles 
surrounded by mountains of 
garbiige, is a sign of the times 
in Gaza, where poverty' is grow¬ 
ing and there is little hope for 
the future. 

While Gaza has always 
been pocr, conditions for the 
1.8 million people \vho live in 
the crowded seaside territory 
have worsened since the Islamic 
militant group Hamas seized 
posver in 2007, 

Soon after, Egypt and Israel, 
ddrig security'concerns, imposed 


a blockiide on the territory in 
a move that had a dewnstating 
impact on the local economy. 
Deepening the despair, Hamas 
itnd Israel has'e fought three wars 
since the takeover. Some areas 
are still in ruins from the 2014 
war, and thousands of people are 
sdli displaced. The UN warned 
last year that Gaza could become 
“uninhabitable" by 2020 if cur¬ 
rent nends continue. 

But even by' Gaza standards, 
conditions are deplorable in the 
el-Zohor, or ''Flowers," neigh¬ 
bourhood near the city of Khan 
Younis in the southern part of

In only lha broadest of 
terms, and rely on sdnools, 
historically feeble protectors 
ot women's safety, lo magic¬ 
ally transform into robust 
ones. There's no demand to 
routinely odilect and publish 
crucial dale that could finally 
olfet a iruer winttow into the 
problem. And there are no 
reguiremonts for universities 
to report sexual assault com- 
pleinls to police. 

Nor do these bills change 
ihe balanoa of power on cam¬ 
pus, wfiich Favours Iho privacy 
□f alleged raptsls. Sure, that^ 
how privacy laws have been 
wrrtlen. But since they lead 
lo negligent behaviour on Ibe 
part of colleges, it seems high 
lime we emend those lews to 
allow mare transparency.

In e.xtreTne cases, 
you will have to use a pick axe 
to do the job. Be sure your dig¬ 
ging tools are sharp. RepLice the 
old soil mth die new triple mix 
and add 30 centimetres. Mound 
it high as it mil settle over time 
to grade. 

Buy quality plants 

I’ve seen a lot of effort go into 
soil prep only to feature second- 
rate plants. 

When shopping for annuals, 
look for dark green foliage and 
not too many flosvers. ihe pot 
should not be more th;m 60 per 
cent roots — if it is tool bound, 
with roots twirling around the 
inside of the pot, pass on it. 

Perennials grow surprisingly 
quickly, so avoid the one- and 
twogailon specimens if you Vi^anl 
to save money. 

Trees, shmbs and evergreens 


should look healthy, with no 
yellowing leaves. Slipping them 
carefully out of the pot to exam¬ 
ine the roots is a good idea. He 
respectful that the retailer has to 
sell the pbnt if you don't buy iL 

Dig wide, plant high 

plant trees more wide than 
deep. Most trees spread their 
roots horizontally rather than 
straight dowm. if the root mass 
of the plant is 50 centimetres 
deep, dig the hole about 60 centi¬ 
metres deep and line the hole 
with enough new soil that the 
plant stitnds ses^eral centimetres 
above grade once planted. Make 
sure water runs away from it. In 
the Jnngmn, the tree will thank 
you with excellent performance.

NoWk the Museum of Arts 
and Design in New ¥ork has 
transformed two flooiis into a 
Studio Job Mad House, featur¬ 
ing some of these eye-popping 
designs. The exhibit^ which 
runs through Aug. 21. is set up 
as an imaginary^ house of an 
imaginary collector of Studio 
Job's works. It exudes a sense 
of history^ fantasy, irony and

opulence. 

'iTie design team, founded in 
199a^ is composed of Belgian 
conceptual and 3D designer 
Job Smeets and Dutch graphic 
designer Nynke Tynagel. Iheir 
works straddle art and design, 
and nod to mediev'^al traditions 
of patronage by producing 
monumental Tvorks in high- 
end materials like bronze, 
crystal and gold. 

“They tend to react to what 
is common and do the exact 
opposite, challenging the per¬ 
ception of what is normal," 
says Konald Labaco, a senior 
curator at the museum who 
organized the exhibit. 

The w^orks, many com¬ 
missioned by patrons^ rely 
on ancient crafts like bronze 
casting, gilding, marquetry, 


stained glass and faience, all 
with a contemporary perspec¬ 
tive. The designs often draw 
from pop culture (like the 
movie “King Kong”). 

The New York installation 
features 57 pieces, includ¬ 
ing sculpture, lighting, fur¬ 
niture, floor covering, wall¬ 
paper, drawings and other 
works produced over the past 
16 years. 

Adding to the sense of en¬ 
tering a realm of the unreal, 
the museum's wood flooring 
has been covered in a vinyl 
cov^ering thatlynagel designed 
to resemble a sort of cartoon 
of a w''ood floor. The walls are 
covered in her brick-themed, 
grey-and-while w^allpaper, 
which vaguely resembles the 
inside of a medieval castle. 

The pieces in the exhibit are 
organized along loose, some¬ 
times contradictory ideas, 
such as love^lust, agrarian/ 
preindustrial and church/re¬ 
ligion. 

“The idea is to create a 
kind of dialogue between the 
works,*' Labaco says.
